What citizen is 
there, of either party,,Who can look at thi* 
transaction without the most marked indigna¬ 
tion! A public Minister sent to transact pub¬ 
lic business—well paid for his services hy his 
own Government—and transmitting, with the 
treaty he negotiated, a stipulation of his own 
aggrandizement! It has no parallel in the an¬ 
nals of the civilized worhl! A free gift of a na¬ 
tion of wretched, half starved Indians brought 
to his feet* in unconditional submission! Were 
they prompted directly or indirectly, by Gener¬ 
al Jackson, to make him this CTant? Was it a 
reward to him’ for the services he had rendered 
them, in bringing into their country, the fire, 
the famine and the sword? Or was it an offer- 
ing from the ignorance and superstition of the 
poor children of the forest, to^iropitiate him as 
their evil genius—to soften hia heart ami avert 
his wrath ? What tears of reprobation are strong 
enough to expres* the abhorrence of every hon¬ 
est man nt such a transaction. This is a speci¬ 
men of his fitness for civil employment. As a 
soldier, we see .him deliver'himself up to his 
fiery passion*, and hi* sword thirsting for the 
blood of hi* friend' end foe. As a civilian, the 
gross and grovelling spirit of cupidity takes 
hold of him.
